Many brilliant and talented writers 
have passed through years of neglect, 
their worth and genius unrecognized 
by the public. Thus Robert Burns, the 
Scottieh poet, after a brief period of 
popular favor in Edinburgh literary 
circles, went back to the plough.

Because of the U. D. C. system 
of selling all its second grade 
cheese in separate lots it has been 
able to obtain better prices tör its 
second grade cheese than factories 
which sell, their cheese on the 
cheese boards.

INFLUENCING PRICES 


Quite frequently we hear of 
buyers who offer to pay factories 
the top price bid at our sales and 
sometimes a premium of even 1-8 e. 
a pound, Buyers who make these 
offers know they are playing safe. 
The reason is as follows:——There is 
such a strong desire on the part of 
cheese boards to get as high prices 
for their cheese as we receive at 
our sales, a number of cheese 
boards, including the Madoc and 
Brockville Boards, have changed 
their days off sale to Saturday, in 
order to follow our Friday sales 
in Montreal or to get behind the 
Belleville sale Saturday morning. 
This has resulted in a larger quant- 
ity of cheese than formerly being 
sold on Saturday. The result has 
been that the buyers have not been 
willing to bid as freely at our Fri- 
day sales as they were formerly. 
This past year we frequently re- 
fused the best bids at our sal and 
sold the cheese afterwards ‘for 1-Se. 
to 3-4 c. higher than the best 
priced bid at the sale. “The buyers 
knew that whatever price was paid 
at our sales would be reported in 

e Saturday morning papers. 
Salesmen goingto the cheese boards 
would consult these papers. If ihe 
price was high they would expect a 
corresponding price on the cheese 
board. If, however, these vales- 
men saw that the best bid at our 
sales was a certain price they nat- 
urally assumed that that represent- 
ed approximately the market price 
and were disposed to sell at around 
that price on the cheese board. Of- 
ten they would not have thought of 
doing so, if they had known che 
price we actudfly received. You 
will see, therefore, that buyers are 
playing safe when they offer to ac- 
cept factoties as regulars and to 
settle with them on the price of 
the best bid at our sales or even 
at a slight advance over that price. 


CORRECT WEIGHTS 5 

Cheese factories selling chrouthu 
us are assufed of securing correct 
weights on their cheese. This is 
because the cheese is weighed in 
our own storage warehouses where 
we are able to re-check the weights 
of any cheese that show aux un- 
usual loss. In 1924 there was 
much complaint by tactories over 
short weights. Our Montreal office 
checked up the short weights on 
some of our cheese and found that 
the official weigher at Montreal was 
not weighing according to the rules 
ot the board of trade. He was at 
once properly instructed and we 
thus effected a service not only for 
our own factories but for all fact- 
lories selling on the cheese boards 


las well. 


‘THE CURSE OF REGULARS 

The Belleville Cheese Board has 
long been a well conducted cheese 
board. This board, however, is in 
danger of slipping back just as ihe 
\Brickville Board has done This 
is because an increasingly large 
number of cheese factories are cel. 
ling their cheese as regulars on che 
jbasis of the Belleville board prices.

Factories selling through the 
U. Db. e. during the, past season 
_necetved satisfactory prices 
reported B seme of the factories 
in your section. We would man- 
tion Silver Leaf at Marmora, 21.5- 
160% Clair River of Tweed, 21.30c. 
and Alexandria of Madoc, 21.26¢. 
These are the only prices we have 
heard 80 far, from our factories 
in your vicinity. Let your readers 
compare these prices with che 
prices received by factories which 
sold on the Madoc Cheese Board. 
It should be borne in mind that 
these prices represent the net 
amount received by the factories 
after all selling and other charges 
have been deducted. There ia no 
charge for freight from cheese in 
the Madoc district to our ware- 
houses at Belleville and the re- 
turns shown of factories represent 
the actual money received by ihe 
patrons for their cheese. There 
have been efforts made to misrep- 
resent this point and for that rea- 
son it is necessary to emphasize it. 


OCEAN FREIGHT RATES 


There are many other ways in 
which we endeavour to serve che 
dairy farmers, New Zealand farm- 
ers, for instance, by united action 
have succeeded. in reducing ocean 
freight rates ong their cheese to 
less than half of the rates, in pro- 
portion to mileage, paid by our 
Canadian farmers on their cheese 
between Montreal and London. The 
cheese boards do not even know of 
such things and have no power to 
deal with them. We do not expect 
to ses any quick improvement in 
this condition until the farnfers 
arouse themselves and are willing 
to work together towards improve- 
ment as New Zealand farmers are 
doing. : 

No better proof can be turnished 
that factories which sell through 
U.D.C. are,  well-satigtied with 
their returns than is afforded by 
the steadily increasing volume of 
sales of the U. D. C. During the 
summer of 1920 our Company sold 
43,602 boxes of cheese for $1,007- 
344.44. By 1923 our sales had in- 
creased to 96,294 boxes of cheese 
valued at $1,606,109 .16.

96 The 
reason our sales have shown this 
great increase has been because 
factories selling on the cheese 
boards have become dissatisfied and 
in steadily increasing numbers have 
taken advantage of our unusual 
selling facilities In this way bey 
have found that they have obtained 
a service through us that cannot be 
secured in any other way.

Our Company does not aim 0 
make a profit from the factories 
selling through us. Being & o. 
operative company , We are re- 
quired by law to \Gistribute any 
surplus profits we may have to ihe 
factories selling through us. If 
more of the factories in your sec- 
tion will arrange to sell heir 
cheese through us next season we 
believe we can sive them a ber- 
vice that they cannot receive clse- 
where and that because ot our cold 
storage facilities we will be able io 
get them better prices for their 
cheese. They will help to make ft 
possible for us tq represent all the 
factories in the provinces more ef 
fectively in our efforts to secure 
lower ocean and insurance rates 
‘and other similar reforms that are 
essential if we are to hold our own
